A series of open lectures on current international industrial property develop¬ 
ments and their relation to antitrust and trade practice laws will begin at George 
Washington University in January with the support of a special grant from the Alfred 
P. Sloan Foundation. 

The lecture series will feature recognized specialists from different parts of 
the world, and will be open to the public. 

Sponsored by the university's Patent, Trademark and Copyright Foundation, the 
series will survey the current developments of international industrial property, 
which consists of creations of the mind, including inventions, useful "know-how", 
technical and ornamental designs and other products of man's ingenuity. 

The purpose of the series is to provide an opportunity to exchange views with 
officials and other experts from abroad who are in a decision-making or recommending 
capacity, and are close to the new international developments relating to industrial 
property rights. 

L. James Harris, executive director of the Patent, Trademark and Copyright Foun¬ 
dation, said the lectures are especially significant because the participants, at the 
time of their appearance, will be "making or recommending" important decisions relating 
to international industrial property.

A new approach to education for careers in engineering and applied science, 
unique in the United States, was announced today by Dean Martin A. Mason of The • 
George Washington University School of Engineering and Applied Science. 

When the university's school of engineering begins its 80th year in September, 
1963, gone will be the conventional freshman, sophomore, junior and senior years. In 
their place will be three forms, or levels, of accomplishment; the Introductory, the 
Intermediate and the Advanced. Students will move on to the next highest level, not 
by classes, but by individual accomplishment determined by (1) a requisite number of 
credits for each level (Introductory--70 hours. Intermediate'*-35 hours. Advanced-- 
35 hours); and, (2) a series of comprehensive examinations given by the faculty to 
evaluate the individual, the knowledge he has gained and the intellectual powers he 


has developed. 


"This program recognizes the individual student as the most important single 
element in the educational process," said Dean Mason. "As individuals are distinctive, 
there can be no single educational formula or pattern by which the student moves 
toward professional competence. Therefore, in our new program we provide opportunity 
for many and varied educational experiences. 11 

There are no formal specifications for courses to be undertaken at the Introduc¬ 
tory or Intermediate levels. Each student sets his own goals and standards in consul¬ 
tation with his faculty adviser. On the Advanced level, where a student concentrates 
his study and activity in a specific field of his choice, the pattern of work is 
designated and related to the degree which he wishes to obtain.

"A student is given much personal freedom," continued Dean Mason, "but freedom 
tempered with responsibility to accept the consequences of his actions and decisions; 
and restrained by the ethics, practices, and rules of the profession he is preparing 
to enter. 

"We recognize the essential unity of science and technology, of engineering 
and applied science. In our curriculum, strong emphasis is placed on knowledge which 
is fundamental and has continuing application. Major attention is given to acquisi¬ 
tion of competence in theory, analysis, and design, to the end that the individual 
possesses the means for translating his ideas into reality. Imagination and creativ¬ 
ity.-* are encouraged in preference to memorization of technical detail. We aim toward 
understanding and comprehension rather than training for a job." 

A striking feature of the new program is the encouragement it gives students 
early in their college work to seek a truly liberal education as a foundation for 
their professional studies. "Restrictions of specific technical course requirements 
are removed, and the need of engineers and applied scientists for comprehension of 
values and understanding of man's heritage is emphasized," Dean Mason said. The 
isolation of technical students from the liberal arts that is characteristic of most 
engineering and science curricula has been replaced by freedom to exf^Lore the range 
of man's knowledge. Mason said. 

The new program was developed during a three-year period of study and experimen¬ 
tation. Although it will apply to the undergraduate level, it is based on experience 
gained over the past decade in graduate education.

PROLOGUE: These samples of what I secretly call the photographer's Art are of 
all qualities, from bad to good, both artistically and technically. However, 
you, the viewer, must admit that there isn’t a picture in the lot that 
wasn't fun to make and isn’t fun to view. Personally, I feel quite strongly 
about photography as an Art (capital A) and that little something that 
sets the artist with a camera apart from the millions who own and operate 
cameras in this world is his ability to coordinate the artist s eye and 
the photographer's finger, to trip the shutter... consistently, that is ... 
at the Right Moment. Images in real life are fleeting, and the cooperation 
between eye and finger must be both perceptive and well-trained... as witness 
two examples: the children playing on the lawn at Mt. Vernon, and the 

young woman and the man with the wonderful, rugged face hanging the painting 
in the Washington Gallery of Art. You notice, then, that the pictures are 
divided into series - The U.S. Navy in the Mediterranean, The Washington 
Gallery of Modern Art, The Washington Cathedral, Mt. Vernon, Persons and 
Things - with pictures from a single source, a single opportunity or a single 
idea clumped together. However, they should be viewed, first as individual 
works, before they are considered as groups, telling more or less a story.
